The Illinois Highway Division this week 
agreed to provide both the right-of-way and con¬ 
struction for a 22-foot-wide frontage road adja¬ 
cent to the Riverfront Road in the West 20th 
street-Cayuga street area. It also committed itself ’ 
to build a similar frontage road near Harding 
blvd. 

This removes the.last major problem that has 
been delaying grading work for the -new highway 
in 1966. The city council is now in a position tp ' 
approve its Federal Aid Route 151 agreement 
with the stare, and should do so immediately to 
assure that the more than $ l million allocated fbr 
the project this year is not diverted elsewhere. 

To increase safety in three populated areas 
along the route of the river road, the city would 
be justified in financing installation of fencing. . 

In any case, the fence is a matter that can be 
solved locally. The,stare has gone as far as it can 
by agreeing to permit the fence to be located on 
the highway ri^ht-.of-way. The state cannot pay 
for it because it has not installed fencing on this 
type of road anywhere in Illinois except at inter¬ 
sections; to do so would set a precedent that could 
result in highway financing problems throughout 
the state. 

Cost of the fence, estimated at a few thous¬ 
and dollars, is inconsequential compared to the 
overall $2J/J million state-federal improvement., 
and the highway's major economic stimulus to the 
Quad-City area and Madison county. It would be- 
money well spent by the city government. 

Now that the state has pledged to. the city. 
Tri-City Regional Port District and Chamber of 
Commerce that it will follow through to provide • 
the desired frontage lane,.the stage is set for coun¬ 
cil approval. 

No time should be wasted in going on record- 
and then signing the agreement; few if any. tasks 
merit higher priority. Those who vote favorably 
will deserve the thanks of the public for their role 
in expediting a project of such importance to all.

Beware Cadmium Poison 

Cadmium poisoning has been 
a concern of the Illinois Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health for years, 
according to Dr. Franklin D. 
Yoder, I department director. 

Cadmium poisoning results 
from the use of refrigerator 
racks for cooking on barbecue 
grills. Instances of metallic cad¬ 
mium poisoning have also re¬ 
sulted [from storing an acid li¬ 
quid, such as a fruit drink, in 
pans njade of metals containing 
cadmium or antimony. 

More recently, several deaths 
were reported from the indus¬ 
trial use of silver solders. This is 
a risk for hobbyists who use such 
solder. The danger lies in breath¬ 
ing the fumes, which are prac¬ 
tically bdorless. Good circulation 
of air is needed when soldering.

At St. Louis he taught 
school in the day time, cPnk 
tributed to the city newspapers 
in his spare moments. Later he 
served as editor of the St. Louis 
Observer, organ of the Presby¬ 
terian Church. ’ I 

Begins.Crusade 

His new work gave 'him I a 
voice; he started a crusarae 
against drunkenness and intem¬ 
perance of any nature. He con¬ 
sidered slavery an evjl, was bit¬ 
terly against it, yet was no>t 
classed as an abolitionist. 

He made enemies, and ,jjas 
time passed, his vitrolic pen qtu- 
saded bitterly against the slave 
movement. At last he was ad¬ 
vised to move—for his oivn 
safety. i j 

Finally he took the advice',0f_ 
friends, moved his press across" 
the Mississippi to Alton. The day 
was Sunday, July 24, 1836. Be¬ 
cause of the Sabbath, Lovejoy, 
let his printing equipment re¬ 
main on the wharf. His enemies 
took advantage of the incident, 
dumped the press into the viver, 
Lovejoy promptly purchased] a 
second press; it was wrecked by 
a mob, who warned him of his 
life. 

4 Presses Destroyed 

Undaunted, Lovejoy bought! a 
third press—and it met the same 
fate. Before the fourth press ar¬ 
rived, Lovejoy appeared atra 
meeting of his enemies and vig¬ 
orously defended what he calle'tl 
the freedom of the press. 

Five days later, the new press 
was stored in the riverside ware¬ 
house of Godfrey; Gilman & Co. 
As rumblings of mob vengeance 
spread through the city, a com¬ 
pany of militia went to the ware¬ 
house, presumably to guard the' 
presses. Lovejoy was among the 
guards. ij 

The mob gathered, attempted 
to burn the building. Gunfjre 
started . and one of the mob 
killed. As a second attempt was 
made to burn the building, Lo\ie- 
joy came outside, to beat out the 
flames, He was fired upon'and 
killed. 

Thus, Lovejoy became the fit’st < 
martyr in the United States pto 
the cause of a free press. He \yas 
buried on the bluff the following 
day, his 35th birthday. jj 
Later, when a new road was 
laid, it was found that Lovejoy’s 
grave was in its path. The same 
Negro who dug his first grave 
was commissioned to dig a new 
one, in the • city cemetery. J"he 
body was removed to its present 
resting place, beneath the! high 
granite shaft in his honor. 

Lovejoy’s death, perhaps more 
than any other single event, gave 
impetus to the abolitionist move¬ 
ment. Were he alive today, no 
doubt he would be a bit amazed 
at his fame as the first martyr 
'to a free press. 

The monument is another ex¬ 
citing place to visit while touifng 
through Illinois Expedition Land.
